Prior to World War II 3SCK was in the Criminal Police (OIPO) in the Saarland 
in some police work in Stuttgart. During the war he was in a branch of the Ax 
in work related to intelligence but claims to have little or no real knowledge 
intelligence operations. Ho served mostly on the Russian Front in the north 
section and spent one Christmas in Courland and another Christmas in Sa tenia. 

After the war ho was interned for two years. Upon hia release he was not perm 
to return to polio© work in th© Saarland, but worked in the Ruhr 0 a a rspre'aen 
of a metal firm, lie returned to the Saarland KRIPO in 1950 and became a Pirec 
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of the State Criminal Police (LKP) and the State Criminal Police 
Office (LKA), whioh are headed by the same person in Saarland. Because 
of political pressure as the pro-German elements as contrasted with the 
pro-European groups became stronger in state administration, BECK wa 3 
forces out of the LKP. 9ECK then became Polizeireferent , a position im- 
mediately subordinate to the political appointed office of Police President, 
who at that time had all the police activities in the State and was im- 
mediately subordinate Lo Lhts Ministry or interior* 3KCK was later 
transferred to the Police School at St Ingbert. 8ECK remained at the 
Police School until 1 October 1957 when he took over the Directorship of 
the then constituted LfV. 93CK states that following his ouster from 
the LKP his career has been shaken* ile would much rather have remained 
in criminal work and did not want to take over the LfV, but did so upon 
the urging of several people. Following his ouster from the LKP, 9SCK 
abruptly severednall personal and social contacts with hi3 former 
colleagues and withdraw into his family circle. 33 CK is visibly shaken 
when he speaks of hi3 professional disappointments and the attitudes of 
his former friends. This disappointment has progressed into a general 
melancholy. BECK knows about operations in general, their scope and 
significance but has not interested himself about details. BECK is on 
the other hand apparently constantly engaged in the representational 
work among government officials. 
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
